The former take their ideas from 
Adam Smith, who published his 
outstanding book, “The Wealth of 
Nations,” in 1776, the year of 
American Independence.

The latter are followers of Kari 
Marx, who was one of the authors 
of the Communist manifesto of 
1848, and who wrote his ponder- 
ous criticism of the capitalist sys- 
tem in 1867—the year Canada 
became a coast-to-coast federation.

WHAT ADAM Smith failed to 
foresee was that manufacturers 
who would shout the loudest for 
“hands off business” would be the 
most insistent on “hands on the 
government” by themselves. 

They were, and are, only for 
“hands off business” when they can 
make more money out of free trade 
|than they can behind high tariff 
| walls. 

But what Marx just as clearly 
|failed to foresee as did Adam 
| Smith, was that the state would 
| not “wither away,” but that nation- 
al borders, and the obsolete prin- 
| ciple of national sovereignty would 
| choke or even strangle the Social- 
ist system as badly as it bogged 
| down capitalism.

CANADIANS and Americans 
never think or talk of each other 
as “foreigners” unless they delibe- 
rately try to be rude. But money 
talks, The nation’s treasurers, like 
the family’s housekeeper, must 
make ends meet. So Canada has 
had to cut off Canadian spendings 
in the U.S. even though the U.S. 
producers still want to sell and 
Canadian customers want to buy 
such necessities as citrus fruits and 
green stuff, which we cannot pro- 
duce in at least half the year.

THE PRESENT BRITISH govern- 
ment is fighting more energetic- 
ally than any previous government 
has ever done for the restoration of 
international trade, Production 
and exports are at an all-time high, 
Yet the British people are fed and 
clothed even worse than they were 
in war-time. They must get U.S, 
dollars—or else! 

At the root of ft all is that fact 
that each one of the 60 or 70 “sov- 
ereign nations” has its own money, 
its own tariff walls; in fact, tries te 
be « law unto itself.

ONLY THE politically stone- 
blind could fail to foresee what the 
end of the present crisis must be: 

Either the nations will work out 
a “world money” system, which 
wil] compel all nations that want 
to sell abroad to buy abroad 
equally. 

Or else each nation will be forced 
to fall back on its own resources.

The parcels are expressed by 
Trans-Canada Air Lines and de- 
livered in Britain within 48 hours. 
I would like to see the faces in 
an English home at the sight of 
five pounds of fresh Canadian but- 
ter. 

The second quick-delivery plan 
is the shipment of parcels from 
Denmark, ordered by cable from 
here, and delivered in Great Brit- 
ain or on the continent within a 
week,

Equipped with the most
